ANNEXATION. 


The banquet to the Hon. J. H. Pope, 
Minister of Railways end Canals, was a 
magnificent affair. The Right Hon. Sir 
John Macdoasid met with an enthusias- 
tic reception. Ir the course of Sir John's 
speech he spoke in the highest terms of 
Mr. Pope, and thus delivered himself on 
annexation:—‘‘ It seemed to be the im- 
pression that he wonld make an important 
announcement on oue of the great issues 
of the day. ( Applause.) He wished to 
speak on this matter with no uncertain 
sound. Weare British subjects,and we 
know the advantages we possess in being 
connected with that great empire. As 
we were born British eubjects we expect 
to die British subjects. What would we 
gain by a change! If there is a country 
on the face of the earth that is happy and 
prosperous it is the Dominion of Canada. 
We have a law-abiding population, ex 

cept now and again in the Northwest. | 

( Lauhter.) We have asplendid os 
a rich soil and an energetic people. 

have good laws wisely de, 

In every branch of industry our country | 8 
is prosperous. We have no reason to} 
envy any other country, and as a mere 
matter of self-interest it would not only 
be prejudicial but ruinous for us to sever 

our connection with Great Britain and 
unite ourselves to the country south of 
us, great as it may be. ( Applause.) The | 
Canadian constitution is much superior ir 
many ways to the American constitution; 
we area freer people in every way, and | 
we should be acting against our best iu- 

terests if we were to change our form of 
government or sever our coancction with 
the Mother Country. What should we 
gain by such achange? We might geta 
little nore for our Upper Canadian barley 
( laughter) but in no other way that I 
can see should we be the gainers. On 
the other hand we would be taxed from 
Washington, and would thus forfeit our 
rights as free men. 
our heritage for such a mess of pottage ? 

Annexation, we must always remember, 
would lead to direct taxation, and if we 
adopted Commercial Uxion or Uurestrict- 
ed Reciprocity, which practically mean 
the same thing, we would have to sup- 
ply our diminished revenue by resorting 
to direct taxation. I, for one, have no 
fear that this agitation, which has been 
commenced in a spirit of desperation, 

will amount toavything. The country 
under Consetvative administration has 
prospered and the people have faith in 
us, aad on the part of that Government 
I wish to declare here to-night that our 
policy will be as it has been, Canada for 
the Ca:adjaus, by the maintenance of a 
moderate and just protective system to 
our infant industries as inaugurated in 
1878. We would be blind te our inter- 

ests if we did not maintain that system. 

We are opposed to annexation in every 
form, whether it is in plain terms or dis- 

guised under commercial union or unre 

stricted reciprocity. These are our prin- 

ciples, and I believe they will meet with 
the approbation of the country; and these 
are the principles that will be inscribed 
on our bauner in 1892, and whieh, when 
I may perhaps be but a simple consulting 
phyiscian (laughter) will be carried on 
to victory by my colleagues. We have 
no fear of the result. We believe that 
in 1892, as heretofore, thoee principles 
shall triumph; that we shall see open dis- 
lopalty crushed; that all attempts to 
hurt the country shali meet the fate 
they deserve, and that a new lease of 
power shall be given the Conservative 
Government.” ( Applause.) Sir John 
spoke with much force; was very atten- 
tively listened to and was frequently 


applauded.
